THE DUKE OF RICHMOND'S BILL. 


THe bill laid upon the table of the House of 
Lords just before the adjournment of Parlia- 
ment for the Whitsun holidays, having for its 
object the Abolition of Patronage in the Church 
of Scotland, seems to have taken the Scotch 
ecclesiastical world by surprise. Of course, the 
members of the Establishment, so far at least 
as they are truly represented by its ecclesias- 
tics, view the measure as a somewhat unantici- 
pated favour. They are without doubt a mino- 
rity in the Land o’ Oakes. In point of numbers 
and of social position, of spiritual inflaence and 
authority, they can boast no pre-eminence over 
the religious communities outside their own. 
It may be that within the pale ot the Beta- 
blishment there is to be found somewhat more 
latitadinarian views as it regards theological 
doctrine, and in a slight degree, perhaps, more 
assumed freedom in the conduct of Divine wor- 
ship, than would be regarded with complacency 
by other Presbyterian bodies; though it is 
matter of doubt -whether the fact, if it be one, 
appreciably commends it to the sympathies of 
the Scottish nation. It is hardly to be wondered 
at, therefore, that the proposal of the Govern- 
ment to put under its exclusive administration,

THE PEEK GIFT AND THE LONDON SCHOOL 
BOARD. 
To the Editor of the Nonconformist. 

Sin,—The second ecclesiastical conflict in the newly- 
elected London School Board has been fought and lost. 
The debates were protracted and occasionally exciting, 
but they collapsed somewhat suddenly at last,—the 
majority taking advantage of the enforced absence of 
three members who had notices of motions on the 
paper with regard to the gift ; and, contrary to usage, 
they set these aside, and proceeded to a division, with 
the result of a vote of twenty against five. Thus one- 
half the board, es will be seen, was absent. 

The subject has been discussed more or less ever since 
the 10th of March last, when, by letter, Mr. F. Peek, 
one of the members for the City of London, offered 500/. 
for prizes for pupil-teachers and scholars, boys and 
girls, in board schools, for instruction in the Bible and 
in the principles of religion and morality, Mr. Peek 
studiously using the words of the resolution of Mr. W. 
H. Smith's compromise on the subject, passed by the last 
board, which it was fondly hoped had settled the “ reli- 
gious difficulty” for ever, But the ultra-clerical party 
on the board have determined seemingly that such shall 
not be the case, and hence the defeat of the members 
who support religious equality. 

The unnatural coalition which has brought this about 
isan extraordinary exhibition of fatuity on the part 
of some of the members of the old board. This will be 
seen when I state that Canon Gregory, whose aversion 
to the old board, and continued endeavours to stay its 
progress are so well known, was the colleague of Mr. 
Peek, and their joint placard profusely posted on every 
city hoarding during the election, contained an indict- 
ment against the old board, which, Lad it been proved,

the mind of young England. It iz scarcely too much 
to say that, during the past few months, the London 
Board has hardly lived up to its opportunities, I do 
not wish to undervalue the work done in secret by the 
various committees, but what is truly valuable in this 
should be given to the world through the press, by dis- 
cussions on the adoptions of plans of proceeding sug- 
gested by them. This would give an impetus and a 
direction to many local bodies, who have not the same 
extended area of observation, though called into exist- 
ene to do the same work. But this cannot be while 
some supposed champion of religion is dragging the 
tail of his coat across the path of the board for the 
religious equality party to tread upon, with the usual 
exciting consequences. 

Moreover, one cannot be quite sure that if some 
Justice Grove should in future have to be called in to 
decide the purity of school boards, as of Parliamentary 
elections, such gifts as that which has just been under 
discussion at the London School Board would escape 
the judicial condemnation. If the gift of a breakfast of 
tea and bread-and-butter to working voters at Stroud, 
and the permission to tenants to shoot rabbits on their 
own farms elsewhere, and similar gifts and privileges, 
render a seat in Parliament void, can golden guineas 
scattered over school-board constituencies be held to be 
pure, or if not absolutely spotless, so venial as to be 
condoned easily because it is a left-handed blow at the 
mnob · belauded but little-understood principles of reli- 
gious equality! will not attempt to decide so nice a 
point, but would urge upon the School Board for 
London to look well to the results before it again 
accepts such a gift, or any similar one, from one of its 
own members ; while I would urge the school manage- 
ment committee, to whom the matter has beon re- 
ferred, to show itself wiser than the fraction of the 
board who accepted the gift, by emphatically pro- 
nouncing upon the impolicy of permitting the examina- 
tions in religious subjects as proposed.

GUMULATIVE SENTENCES OWN INVETERATE 
OFFENDERS. 
To the Editor of the Nonconformist. 
Sin,—As the recent deputation to the Home Seocre- 
tary on the question of prison Jabour, and the remarks 
then made respecting cumulative sentences, appear to 


offenders for whom increased sentences were advocated 
on that occasion, is that of the large number of inveterate 
petty offenders who ferm so great a proportion of the 
prison population everywhere, and are re-committed 
dozens, scores, and even hundreds of times in succession 
for short terms of three days, a week, a fortnight, and 
so on—not long enough either to deter, or reform, or to 
train to any useful trade or good habits. Thus at Liver- 
pool, a few months ago, a man was committed to gaol 
tor the 128th time! He has spewt. the chief part of the 
last twenty years in prison—in and out, in and out, 
like water through the gills ofa fish. Such worthies 
sometimes impudently exclaim to the magistrates, on 
hearing their little sentence, Oh, I can do that on my 
head |” 

The chaplain of a northern gaol lately complained to 
me—‘*‘ The prostitutes of our city come in here time 
after time for a few weeks, and are then discharged for 
renewed vice and mischief. We bave one such woman 
in at present for her fifteenth time.” These inveterate 
misdemeanants not only bring contempt on the law and 
the magistracy, but become positively worse and worse 
through their imprisonment. Further, they remove the 
fears of others by saying, You need not care for the 
‘beak.’ He will only give you a few days, or a month. 
I have been lots of times in ‘ quod,’ and don’t carea fig. 
You'll soon be out again, as jolly as ever. Who cares 
for the ‘ beaks’ !” 

And meantime these vicious persons, who have 
already injured the ratepayers, become in gaol a dead 
weight upon them, costing at the rate of nearly 80. a- 
year each for maintenance, irrespective of the expense 
of administering the law. Iu fact, they first rob the 
ratepayers, and then, in a manner, the latter have to 
take them on their shoulders and carry them wholly. 


Hence our 216 county and 
borough gaols—at present almost unavoidably—concen- 
trate their dccupatien on one particuiar trade, mat- 
making, in a proportion very unfair to the honest 
makers outside, some of whom have been driven into 
the workhouse in consequence.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
(From a Oorrespondent in the Gallery.) 
Mr. Anderson, the member for Glasgow, accom- 
plished, on Thursday, with admirable tact and great 
ability, a very delicate and di ble task. He 


get into their heads an idea that a thing wants 
doing, becomes uneasy till the thing is done. It 
requires no small courage on the part of a man to 
bring forward year after year such a question, for 
example, as that of the currency. It is now a good 
many years back since Mr. Anderson had brought 
home to him the conviction that the currency was 
not all it might be, and session after session he has 
pressed the matter on the attention of Parliament, 
chiefly with the result of driving out of the House 
all who were at liberty to go. Its aspect as 
“ourrency” is, perhaps, the only one in which 
money, regarded in the abstract, is not an attrac- 
tive subject, and this fact possibly lends additional 
force to the repugnance with which Mr. Anderson's 
annual motion is beheld from afar. But that 
matters very little to Mr. Anderson. He has a 
duty to perform, and, to quote The O’Gorman, 
„even let the heavens fall, but he will, as far 
possible, perform it. 

“Il am not a Helenus,” to quote once more 
from The O’Gorman, “‘and I need not change my 
sex to become a Cassandra in order to prophesy” 
that the next time Mr. Anderson brings on his 
currency motion he will have a much larger and more 
respectful audience than he ever before had under 
similar ciroumstances. On Thursday he made an im- 
preasion upon the House which will not be forgotten 
—far this session at least. When Colonel Barttelot, 
in hia absurdly solemn way, called attention to the 
notice‘on the paper upon Lord Sandharst, 
the cheers which endorsed implied reproof were 
general, and they grew louder still when Mr. Dis- 
racli, his manner increasingly solemn, proffered a 
special opportunity for disposing of the matter. 
The prevalent idea evidently was that those 
Radical fellows” were at it again, and that the 
Commander of the Forcesin Ireland was only another 
victim, with respect to whom they had discovered 
a mare's nest. It was such an audacious thing to 
acouse u peer of the realm, and a high dignitary 
of the State,” as Mr. Disraeli said, of the charges 
set forth in Mr. Anderson’s motion, that respect- 
able people could not bring themselves to believe 
there was any truth in it, and were ready in 
advance to cry down the accuser. 

The consequence was that Mr. Anderson was 
received, when he rose to move his resolution, with 
a chilling silence, which was presently broken by 
cries of Ohl oh!” when he disclaimed the 
Premier's rendering of his Lerd 
Sandhurst. A section of the House had evidently 
made up its mind to be very noisy, and Mr. Ander- 
son’s triumph was all the greater when, without 
any appeals for forbearance, but simply by the quiet- 
ness of his manner and the studiously moderate lan- 
guage in which he put what the House was not long in 
perceiving was a very strong case, he overcame 
opposition and reduced the elements of turbulence 
to a general condition of grave attention. His

Mr. Horsman, 
of course, gained the ear of the House when he 
rose; but it would have been better for him- 
self and his noble client had he been else- 
where. His speech was full of the trenchant 
eloquence for which the right hon. gentleman 
has gained fame in the past ; but notwithstanding, 
his facts were altogether wrong. He endeavoared 
to tarn the scent by making a violent attack upon 
the late Government, whom he aecused of being 
actuated by the “‘shabbiest and dirtiest” motives 
in their successful endeavour to extract a sum of 
money from Lord Sandhurst in order to reduce the 
estimates and swell the surplus. The Tories were, of 
course, highly de zhted at this, and cheered joy- 
fully, seeing a way of getting out of the difficulty 
without censuring one who was a live lord and a 
high dignitary of the State” to boot. But when 
Mr. Campbell-Bannerman rose to reply, he was able 
to show that the War Office authorities had, of 
necessity, acted in accordance with the text of the 
Queen’s Warrant, that in so acting they had had the 
advantage of the counsels of the Duke of Cambridge, 
and that the money returned by Lord Sandhurst 
bad simply been handed over to the officers who 
had done Lord Sendhurst’s work whilst he was 
absent. This settled the matter, and Mr. Ander- 
son, declaring his duty accomplished, offered to 
withdraw the resolution. Bat this the hon. and 
gallant members in the back ministerial benches 
would not permit, and so the motion being pat from 
the chair, it was formally negatived—a procedure 
which, taken by itself, implies that Lord Sandburst 
came off with flying colours, and that his accuser 
was glad to take refuge in ignominious silence 
when the question he had raised was submitted 
for an expression of the opinion of the House of 
Commons. 

Considering that Friday was the last sitting pre- 
vious to the adjournment for the Whitsuntide recess, 
there was an uncommonly large gathering of hon. 
members. The whip was on the question of 
making Oxford a military centre, an old grievance 
which Mr. Beresford Hope raised once more. There 
was some good speaking, but the most remarkable 
feature in the debate was the manner in which the 
Irish members temporarily succeeded in marking it 
for their own. No one unacquainted with the 
course of the debate could quess how this apparent 
impossibility might be accomplished. But the fact 
is that, just as there is a river in Macedon and a 
river in Monmouth, so there is a University in 
Oxford and another in Dublin, and out of this 
eoincidence Mr. Brooks and Mr. Weldon somehow 
or other managed to get up a little scene which it is 
to be hoped will be fully reported in the Irish 
papers, for it seems that the English journals are 
getting a little weary of the monotony of the sub- 
ject.
